[00013] The particular features and advantages of the invention as well as other objects will 
become apparent from the following description taken in connection with the accompanying 
drawings in which: 

Figure 1 is a front plan view of a portable power supply unit according to presently 
preferred embodiment of the present invention; 

Figure 2 is a side view of the portable power unit shown in Figure 1 ; 

Figure 3 is a front view of an inside panel of the portable power unit shown in Figure 1 ; 

Figure 4 is a back view of the inside panel shown in Figure 3; 

Figure 5 is a presently preferred embodiment of a connector conduit with 120 volt male 
plugs for use with the power supply shown in Figures 1 through 4; and 

Figure 6 is a schematic diagram representing an electrical distribution system connected 
to an electrical meter with electric power normally supplied from a utility company while 
showing how the portable power supply of Figs. 1-4 can be made to power portions of the 
electrical distribution system such as with the conduit of Fig. 5 in accordance with a presently 
preferred method of utilizing the portable power unit; 

Figure 7 is a detailed perspective view of the cord illustrated in Fig. 6; 

Figure 8 shows a perspective view of an adapter of an alternatively preferred 
embodiment; and 

Figure 9 shows a perspective view of a cord of an alternatively preferred embodiment. 
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
